For Á Senator 


Doubtless the public by this time is inured 
to those $100 dinners which supply the oil for 
both party machines. Except for the victims, 
such shakedowns have been accepted with more 
or less resignation. They help finance party 
headquarters, their staffs, the buttons, banners 
and other staples of national, state and local 
campaigns. 
But from Washington comes word of a new 
and personalized twist in fund raising. It was 
disclosed by Representative Bolton of Ohio, one 
of the more alert members of Congress. In con­ 
sequence he has lodged a serious conflict-of- 
interest charge against a Cabinet officer, Sec­ 
retary of Labor Wirtz, and the Democratic Sena­ 
tor from New Jersey , Harrison A. Williams Jr. 
Briefly , Representative Bolton charges that 
lobbvists and trade associations, both with a 
substantial stake in legislation and government 
regulation, are being solicited for contributions 
—« priced at $200 a couple — for a Washington 
cocktail party for Senator Williams. Secretary 
Wirtz is billed as the host. 
Whether the “ Friends of Senator Williams” 
show up for the reception seems to be im­ 
material for the invitation suggests that if they 
cannot come, they can just send the money . 
What is Mr. Williams’ answer? 
He say s 
Bolton’s accusations are “ Republican politics.” 
Of course, that is no answer—it’s an evasion. 
Either lobby ists and trade associations are 
being solicited or they are not. Either Williams 
intends to take the money or he does not. 
And for what purpose is this fund, esti­ 
mated by Representative Bolton at $50,000, 
being raised? Is it a personal fund, party fund, 
charitable fund, campaign fund or what? 
Even in the prevailing ethical climate, a 
U.S. Senator owes a responsive explanation of 
this kind of business to his constituents.

Under 
the prick of want, signs a re be­ 
ginning to a ppea r that Cubans are 
far from idea l raw m a teria l lo r 
a Communist sta te. The possibil­ 
ity of a sudden cha nge in Cuba 
used to be a bsolutely excluded, 
but now , although not exa ctly pre­ 
dicted. it is no longer ruled out. 


All this is both deeply interest­ 
ing in itself and full of dom estic 
politica l interest, too.

Doubtless the public by this time is inured 
to those $100 dinners which supply the oil for 
both party machines.

— priced at $200 a couple — for a Washington 
cocktail party for Senator W illiams. Secretary 
Wirtz is billed as the host. 
W hether the “Friends of Senator W illiams” 
show up for the reception seem s to be im ­ 
material for the invitation suggests that if they 
cannot come, they can just send the money. 
What is Mr. W illiams’ answer? 
He says 
Bolton’s accusations are “Republican politics.” 
Of course, that is no answer—it’s an evasion. 
Either lobbyists and trade associations are 
being solicited or they are not. Either W illiams 
intends to take the money or he does not. 
And for what purpose is this fund, esti­ 
mated by Representative Bolton 
at 
$50,000, 
being raised? Is it a personal fund, party fund, 
charitable fund, campaign fund or what? 
Even in the prevailing ethical climate, a 
U.S. Senator owes a responsive explanation of 
this kind of business to his constituents.

Good Heart, No Brains 


In 1958 and 1959 the Chinese C om m unist Party 
decreed that the fields of China could produce twice as 
much food if close-sowing of seed w ere m ade the rule. 
But the Communist P arty, out of the depths of its 
abysm al ignorance of farm ing, failed to provide the 
fertilizer that is necessary to support close-sowing. 
When a plague of locusts cam e along to add to the 
Chinese peasant’s troubles, the result w as fam ine. 
In I960 and 1961. Chiang Kai-shek would have liked 
to dare an 
intensified guerrilla 
infiltration 
of the 
starving Chinese m ainland from Form osa. 
But the 
U. S. State D epartm ent, out of its abysm al ignorance 
of good psycho-w arfare and parliam entary opportuni­ 
ties, refused 
to 
encourage 
Chiang 
Kai-shek 
.Just 
recently the State D epartm ent has adm itted that a 
good opportunity was muffed because of our unwilling­ 
ness to take advantage of the Great Flop in China. 


But do we ever really learn? 
Do we really 
want to stop Communism anywhere? 
We have 
opportunities now in eastern Europe and in Cuba 
that have been presented to us on a platter by 
crop failures deriving from bad agricultural prac­ 
tices complicated by natural calam ities. Instead of 
intensifying the pressures on the Communists in 
eastern Europe and in Castroland. we feel sorry 
for our enemies. As was the case in I960 and 1961 
vis-a-vis a tottering Red China, we present a pic­ 
ture of “good heart, no brains.”

In a letter to Senator F rank Lausche. D em ocrat 
of Ohio. Dr. Bela Fabian, the exiled H ungarian, has 
presented som e extrem ely illum inaiing figures bearing 
on the failure of K hrushchev’s attem pt to turn desert 
into good w heatlands. 
Since 1954 m ore than ninety 
million acres of virgin land have been put under the 
plow in the Soviet Union. 
By deporting “ volunteers” 
to the dry reaches of Soviet Asia. K hrushchev tripled 
his “ new' lands” farm ers. He also provided them with 
plenty of m echanical harvesters and tractors. 
But the 
farm m achinery has. in m any instances, been sabo­ 
taged, and the farm “ volunteers” have indulged in 
slow-downs. Not only is Khrushchev unable to feed the 
R ussians, he is also unable to feed the crop-deficient 
satellites of Poland. H ungary, and Czechoslovakia. 
In Cuba, Fidel Castro w as having a hard tim e with 
his sugar, coffee and cocoa harvests. 
He had also 
m anaged to decim ate Cuban cattle production 
To get 
his sugar cane cut and his coffee beans picked, the 
bearded tyrant had to fall back on school children who 
w ere sent to the plantations on a “get out the harvest 
or else” basis. 
Then along cam e H urricane Flora to 
play a disastrous role in Cuba com parable to the 
locust plague in China and the droughts in the Soviet 
Union. 
From its network of Cuban sources. Daniel Jam es’s 
“ Free Cuba News” has collected a m ine of information 
hearing on what the hurricane has done to put Castro 
on the ropes 
According to Mr 
Jam es, the three 
provinces affected m ost by the hurricane. Oriente. 
C am aguey. and Las Villas, contain 16.700.OOO out of 
the total arable Cuban farm land of 22 400 OOO acres. The 
winds of Flora, blowing at 120 and m ore miles per 
hour, brought rains and floods that ruined the stand­ 
ing crops on some 16 000,000 acres. 


When Castro took stock of his farm situation 
after Flora had passed out to sea he found that 
his cocoa crop had been wiped out. 
Seventy- per 
cent of the potential rice harvest had bei n ruined, 
sugar had been reduced Cif I v percent, coffee ex­ 
pectations 
had been cut 
sixtv-fivo 
percent, 
In 
Oriente and Camaguey, sixty-one sugar mills had 
suffered heavy 
damage 
and. 
according 
to Dr. 
Tulio Diaz Rivera president of the Cuban Economic 
Corporations in Exile, “may very well be beyond 
repair since the Soviets cannot replace the de­ 
stroyed parts.” 


lf the U S and the rest of the West had only been 
prepared, they 
m ight have used 
the 
Russian crop 
failures as a 
lever to pry many concessions from 
Khrushchev. 
The wheat-surplus nations might have 
said: 
“ Knock holes in the Berlin Wall and we'll de. 
liver our wheat through ihe gaps.” 
And if the Cuban 
exiles had really been perm itted to reorganize after 
the Bay of Pigs, they would have been in position to 
follow H urriean Flora into the eastern provinces of 
Cam aguey and Oriente 
Well, opportunity knocks

Soviet Foreign Secretary And­ 
rei Gromyko has m ade com par­ 
able statem ents to Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. And these Soviet 
assertions are now worth recall­ 
ing because there is considerable 
evidence th at Khrushchev is still 
being as good—or alm ost as good 
—as his word to H arrim an. 
W henever Cuba is the topic, to 
be sure, the A m erican analysts 
suffer from what perhaps can be 
be called the Sen. K eating syn­ 
drom e. In other words, the anal­ 
ysts a.’c very tim id in the face of 
good news for fear that they will 
later be accused of gullibility and 
over-optim ism. 
Thus no one is getting up on the 
roof to cheer because no less than 
1,800 Soviet troops are known to 
have gone home from Cuba within 
the short space of one recent 
week. The conservative response 
to this rath er m assive re-deploy­ 
m ent is explained on the ground 
that the troops sent home m ay 
later be replaced—which is en­ 
tirely possible, of course.

These re­ 
ports are given som e color of 
probability, by the niggardliness 
of the first Soviet offer of post­ 
hurricane aid to Castro. 
Khrushchev 
offered only

round. When Mao Tse-tung then 
cam e through with an offer of $1 
million, the Soviet offer w as am ­ 
plified with a grab-bag of extras. 
Vet the first offer does seem to 
indicate the drift of Soviet think­ 
ing about handouts to the Castro 
regim e. 
Meanwhile, C astro’s need for 
handouts is mounting continuous­ 
ly, and not just because of the 
devastation wrought by the hur­ 
ricane. The Cuban economy is in 
ruins. Misery is mounting. Under 
the prick of want, signs are be­ 
ginning to appear that Cubans are 
far from ideal raw m aterial tor 
a Communist state. The possibil­ 
ity of a sudden change in Cuba 
used to be absolutely excluded, 
hut now, although not exactly pre­ 
dicted, it is no longer ruled out. 
All this is both deeply interest­ 
ing in itself and full of dom estic 
political interest, too. The Repub­ 
licans, who have m ade such a 
play with Cuba, will suffer pro­ 
portionately if there is an abrupt 
change there. And even if there 
is no change, they w ill not be able 
to m ake much further play with 
Cuba if the Russian contingent in 
H avana is finally reduced to a 
m ere 2,000 to 3,000 advisory per­ 
sonnel.

“That m atter is sensitive enough 
and the stock m arket is in suf­ 
ficient difficulty without my giv­ 
ing you an answ er,” he hedged. 
“ . . . P erhaps I would be glad to 
respond to that question in m ore 
detail next week ” 
The following week, he turned 
the problem over to an advisory 
com m ittee and 
announced hap­ 
pily that, “The survey would take 
some m onths or go into 1963.” 
Now the survey is finished, and 
the President is confronted with 
another hot issue on the eve of his 
re-election 
cam paign.

Secretary of A griculture Orville 
Freem an, who smokes sparingly, 
is fearful that the report will re­ 
duce cigarette sales and dam age 
an im portant industry. 
Apprehension over the forthcom ­ 
ing report is also high at the 
Federal Trade Commission, which 
is responsible for regulating dan­ 
gerous and deceptive advertising. 
Eighteen months ago, the com ­ 
mission acknowledged to Senator 
M aurine Neuberger, D -Ore., that 
it has authority to crack down on 
tobacco 
advertising. 
The 
com ­ 
mission put off her dem and ac­ 
tion, 
however, 
by 
claim ing 
it 
needed “ competent probative sci­ 
entific evidence.” 
This should be furnished by the 
Presidential com m ittee, thus put­ 
ting the commission on the spot. 
It m ay have no alternative but 
to require tobacco com panies to 
include a warning of the cigarette 
hazards in all their newspaper- 
m agazine ads and radio-TV com­ 
m ercials. 


Thus the future TV announcer, 
after 
declaring 
sonorously 
that 
“ thinking men smoke Viceroys,” 
m ay be obliged to w arn the think­ 
ing m an that cigarettes can cause 
lung cancer and heart trouble. 
The advertising abuses are hit 
by Senator N euberger in a book, 
“ Sm okescreen,” just off the P ren ­ 
tice Hall press. 
She checked on com m ercials, 
for exam ple, depicting baseball 
stars Mickey Mantle, Roger M ar­ 
is. and Whitey Ford as contented 
Camel sm okers. 
She found t h a t 
Mantle had 
smoked Camels briefly, then had 
sw itched to Viceroys. But he w as 
last reported using Bantron, an 
anti smoking pill. 
M aris also had smoked Cam els, 
but had 
stopped smoking alto­ 
gether a month before the com ­ 
m ercial appeared. The only in­ 
form ation the Senator could find 
on Ford s smoking habits w as a 
sports story ^quoting him after a 
shutout victory: 
“ This was the best I’ve felt 
for nine innings since the first 
gam e of the World Series against 
C incinnati,” boasted Ford. 
The 
reason 
for his 
im prove­ 
m ent: 
“ I 
quit 
sm oking,” 
said 
Ford. 
The P resident’s study com m it­ 
tee on smoking and health has 
done little original research but 
has m erely sum m ed up the exist­ 
ing information on the tobacco 
problem . 
Several 
distinguished 
doctors contributed studies. 
One of the m ost convincing re­ 
ports w as subm itted by H arvard’s 
noted statistician, Prof. W illiam 
Cochran, who compiled stagger­ 
ing statistical evidence that cig­ 
arettes cause lung cancer, h eart 
trouble, and other ailm ents. 
After 20 years, for exam ple, 
a pack-a-day sm oker is 200 tim es 
m ore likely to develop bronchial 
adenocarcinom a, a type of lung 
cancer, than a non-smoker. 
Although 
the 
cancer - causing 
agents in cigarettes haven’t been 
isolated 
Pittsburgh 
U niversity’s 
Dr. Em anuel F arber cited clini­ 
cal evidence that smoking causes 
pre-cancer changes in the lung 
tissue. 
Dr. W alter Burdette of the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
U tah 
contributed 
a 
sobering study of the harm ful ef­ 
fects on babies of smoking by 
pregnant women. 
It will be interesting to see how 
much of these studies gets into 
the final report that comes out 
of the White House.

Federal Bill 
Tightens Laws 
Against Fixes 


Approved By Senate, 
Awaits House Action 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
S e n a t e Wednesday approved 
legislation 
to 
tighten 
federal 
laws against the fixing of col­ 
lege 
or 
professional 
sporting 
events through bribery. 
An outgrowth of the college 
basketball fixing scandals, the 
bill makes it a federal offense 
to use interstate facilities—such 
as the telephone or the mails— 
in 
attempts 
to 
influence 
by 
bribery the result of sporting 
contests. It goes to the House 
for action. 
It provides stiff new penalties 
ranging from IO years in prison 
and a SS.OOO fine, or both, for 
anyone caught violating the law. 
The 
bill applies 
to players, 
coaches and game officials as 
well as those who offer a bribe. 
Under 
present 
law. federal 
bribery statutes apply only when 
the 
bribe 
occurs in a 
state 
which 
has laws dealing 
with 
sports bribery. The new legisla­ 
tion 
permits 
federal law 
en­ 
forcement agents 
to step 
in 
whether or not the states have 
bribery laws. 
The bill is strongly endorsed 
by the administration as a need­ 
ed tool in combatting gambling 
and racketeering.
